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THE PREFACE. 


T hath been the wisdom of the 
Church of England, ever since 

the first compiling of her Publick 
Liturgy, to keep the mean between 
the two extremes, of too much stiff- 
ness in refusing, and of too much easi- 
ness in admitting any variation from 
it. For, as on the one side common 
experience sheweth, that where a 
change hath been made of things ad- 
visedly established (no evident neces- 
sity so requiring) sundry inconveni- 
ences have thereupon ensued; and 
those many times more and greater 
than the evils that wereintended to be 
remedied by such change: So on the 
other side, the particular Forms of 
Divine worship, and the Rites and 
Ceremonies appointed to be used 
therein, being things in their own na- 
ture indifferent, and alterable, and so 
acknowledged ;it is but reasonable, 
that upon weighty and important con- 
siderations, according to the various 
exigency of times and occasions, such 
changes and alterations should be 
made therein, as to those that are in 
place of Authority should from time 
to time seem either necessary or expe- 
dient. Accordingly we find, that in 


the Reigns of several Princes of bless- 


ed memory since the Reformation, the 
Church, upon just and weighty con- 
siderations her thereunto moving, 
hath yielded to make such alterations 
in some particulars, as in their re- 
‘spective times were thought conveni- 
ent: Yetso, as that the main Body and 
Essentials of it (as well in the chiefest 
materials, as in the frame and order 
thereof) have still continued the same 
unto this day, and do yet stand firm 
and unshaken, notwithstanding all the 
vain attempts and impetuous assaults 
made against it, by such men as are 
given to change, and have always dis- 
covered a greater regard to their own 
private fancies and interests, than to 
that duty they owe to the publick. / 
By what undue means, and for what 
mischievous purposes the use of the 
Liturgy (though enjoined by the Laws 
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of the Land, and those Laws never yet 
repealed)came, during the late unhap- 
py confusions, to be discontinued, is 
too well known to theworld, and we are 
not willing here to remember. But 
when, upon His Majesty’s happy Re- 
storation, it seemed probable, that, a- 
mongst other things, the use of the Li- 
turgy also would return of course (the 
same having never beenlegallyabolish- 
ed)unlesssometimely meanswere used 
to prevent it; those men who under the 
Jate usurped powers had made it a 
great part of their business to render 
the people disaffected thereunto, saw 
themselves in point of Reputation and 
Interest concerned (unless they would 
freely acknowledgethemselvesto have 
erred, which such men are very hardly 
brought to do) with their utmost en- 
deavours to hinder the restitution 
thereof. In order whereunto divers 
Pamphlets were published against the 
Book of Common Prayer, the old 
Objections mustered up, with the ad- 
dition of some new ones, more than 
formerly had been made, to make the 
number swell. In fine, great importu- 
nities were used to His Sacred Ma- 
jesty, that the said Book might be re- 
vised, and such Alterations therein, 
and Additions thereunto made, as 
should be thought requisite for the 
ease of tender Consciences: where- 
unto His Majesty, out of his pious in- 
clination to give satisfaction (so far as 
could be reasonably expected) to all 
his subjects of what persuasion so- 
ever, did graciously condescend. 

In which review we have endea- 
voured to observe the like moderation, 
as we find to have been used in the 
like case in former times. And there- 
fore of the sundry alterations pro- 


“posed unto us, we have rejected all 
such as were either of dangerous con- u 


sequence (as secretly striking at some 


established doctrine,orlaudableprac- __ 


tice of the Church of England, or 
indeed of the whole Catholick Church 
of Christ) or else of no consequence 
at all, but utterly frivolous and vain,

But such ajterations as were tendered 
to us (by what persons, under what 
pretences, or to what purpose soever 
tendered) as seemed to us in any de- 
gree requisite or expedient, we have 
willingly, and of our own accord,as- 
sented upto: not enforced so to do by 
any strength of Argument, convincing 
us of the necessity of making the said 
Alterations: For weare fully persuad- 
ed in our judgements (and we here pro- 
fess it to the world) that the Book, as 
it stood before established by Law, 
doth not contain in it any thing con- 
trary to the Word of God, or to sound 
Doctrine, or which a godly man may 
not with a good Conscience use and 
submit unto, or which is not fairly de- 
fensible against any that shall oppose 
the same; if it shal] be allowed such 
just and favourable construction as 


in common Equity ought to be allow- | 


ed to all human Writings, especially 
such as are set forth by Authority, 
and even to the very best transla- 
tions of the holy Seripture itself. 
Our general aim therefore in this un- 
dertaking was, not to gratify thisorthat 
party in any their unreasonable de- 
mands; but to do that, which to our 
best understandings we conceived 
might most tend to the preservation of 
Peace and Unity in the Church; the 
procuring of Reverence, and exciting 
of Piety and Devotion in the publick 
Worship of God; and the cutting off 
occasion from them that seekoccasion 
of cavilorquarrelagainstthe Liturgy of 
the Church. And as to the several vari- 
ations from the former Bock, whether 
by Alteration, Addition, or otherwise, 
it shall suthice to give this general ac- 
count, That most of the Alterations 
were made, either first, for the better 
direction of them that are to officiate in 


_ any part of Divine Service; which is 
chiefly doue iu the Calendars and Ru- 


bricks: Or secondly, for the more 
proper expressing of some words or 
_phivases of ancient usagein terms most 


_ suitable to the language of the present 
times, and the clearer explanation of 











some other words and phrases, that 
wereeither of doubtfulsignification, or 
otherwise liable to misconstruction: 
Or thirdly, foramore perfect rendering 
of such portions of holy Scripture, as 
are inserted into the Liturgy; which, 
in the Epistles and Gospels especially, 
and in sundry other places, are now or- 
dered to be read according to the last 
Translation: and that it was thought 
convenient, that some Prayers and 
Thanksgivings, fitted to special oc- 
casions, should be added in their due 
places; particularly for those at Sea, 
together with an Office fortheBaptism 
of such as are of riper years; which, 
although not so necessary when the 
former Book was compiled, yet by the 
growth of Anabaptism, through the 
licentiousness of the late times crept 
in amongst us, is now become neces- 
sary, and may be always useful for the 
baptizing of Natives in our Planta- 
tions, and others converted to the 
Faith. If any man, who shall desire 
a more particular Account of the 
several Alterations in any part of the 
Liturgy, shall take the pains to com- 
pare the present Book with the for- 
mer; we doubt not but the reason 
of the change may easily appear. 
And having thus endeayoured to 


‘discharge our duties in this weighty . 


affair, as in the sight of God, and to 
approve our sincerity therein (so far 
as lay in us) to the consciences of all 
men; although we know it impossible 
(in such variety of apprehensions, 
humours, and interests, as are in the 
world) to please all; nor can expeet 


that men of factious, peevish, and — 


perverse spirits should be satisfied 
with any thing that can be done in 


this kind by any other than them- . 


selves: Yet we have good hope, that

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CONCERNING THE SERVICE OF THE CHURCH. 


WXHERE was never any thing by 


the wif of man so well devised, 
or so sure established, which in dephi 
nuance of time hath not been corrupt- — 


ed: As, among other things, it may. 


plainly appear by the Common Pray- 
ers in the Church, commonly called 
Divine Service. The first original and 
ground whereof if a man would search 
out by the ancient Fathers, he shall 
find that the same was not ordained 
but of a good purpose, and for a great 
advancement of godliness. For they 
so ordered the matter, that all the 
whole Bible (or the greatest part there- 
of) should be read over once every 
year; intending thereby,that the Cler- 
gy, and especially suchas were Minis- 
ters in the Congregation, should (by 
oftenreading and meditation inGod’s 
word) be stirred up to godliness them- 
selves, and be more able to exhort 
others by wholesome Doctrine, and to 
confute them that were adversaries to 
the Truth; and further, thatthe people 
(bydailyhearing ofholy Scripture read 
in the Church) might continually pro- 
fit more and more in the knowledge 
wf God, and be the more inflamed 
with the love of his true Religion. 

_ But these many years passed, this 
godly and decent order of the ancient 
Fathers hath been so altered, broken, 
and neglected, by planting in uncertain 
Stories and Legends, with multitude 
of Responds, Verses,vain Repetitions, 


‘Commemorations, and Synodals; that 


commonly,when any Book of the Bi- 
ble was begun, after three or four 
Chapters were read out, all the rest 
were unread. And in this sort the 


Book of Isaiah was begun in Advent, 


and the Book of Genesis in Septua- 
gesima; hut they were only begun, 


‘and never read through: After like 


sort were other Books of holy Scrip- 
ture used. And moreover, whereas 
St. Paul would have such language 
spoken to the people in the Church, 
as they might understand, and have 
protit by hearing the same; The Ser- 


_ vice in this Church of England these 


| many year's hath been read in Latin 
to the people, which they understand 
not; so that they have heard with 
their ears only, and their heart, spirit, 
and mind, have not been edified there- 
by. Aud, furthermore, notwithstand- 
ing that the ancient Fathers have di- 
vided the Psalms into seven Portions, 
whereof every one was called a Noc- 
turn: Now of late time a few of 
them have been daily said, and the 
rest utterly omitted. Moreover, the 
number and hardness of the Rules 
called the Pie, and the manifold 
changings of the Service, was the 
cause, that to turn the Book only was 
so hard and intricate a matter, that 
many times there was more business 
to find out what should be read, than 
to read it when it was found out. 
These 
considered, here is.set forth such an 
Order, whereby the same shall be re- 
dressed, Aud for a readiness in this 
matter, here is drawn out a Calendar 
for that purpose, which is plain and 
easy to be understood ; wherein (so 
much as may be) the reading of holy 
Scripture is so set forth, that all things 


shall be done in order, without break- 


ing one piece from another. For this 
cause be cut off Anthems, Responds, 
Inyitatories, and such like things as 
did break the continual course of the 
reading of the Scripture. 

Yet, because there is no remedy, 
but that of necessity there must be 
some Rules; therefore certain Rules 
ave here set forth; which, as-they are 
few in number, so they are plain and 
easy to be understood. So that here 


you have an Order for Prayer, and — 
for the reading of the holy Borin 


much agreeable to the mind and pur- 
pose of the old Fathers, and a great 
» deal more profitableand commodious, 
than that which of late was used. It — 
is more profitable, because here are 


inconveniences therefore 
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left out many things, whereof some hie

Word of God, the holy Scriptures, or 
that which is agreeable to the same; 
and that in such a Language andOrder 
as is most easy and plain for the un- 
derstanding both of the Readers and 
Hearers. It is also more commodi- 
- ous, both forthe shortness thereof, and 
for the plainness of the Order, and 
for that the Rules be few and easy. 
And whereas heretofore there hath 
been great diversity in saying and 
singing in Churcheswithin this Realm; 
some following Salisbury Use, some 
Hereford Use, and some the Use of 
Bangor, some of York, some of Lin- 
coln; now from henceforth all the 
_ whole Realm shall have but one Use. 
And forasmuch as nothing can be 
so plainly set forth, but doubts may 
arise in the use and practice of the 
same ; to appease all such diversity (if 
any arise) and forthe resolution of all 
doubts, concerning the manner how 
to understand, do, and execute, the 
things contained in this Book; the 
parties that so doubt, or diversly take 
any thing, shall alway resort to the Bi- 
shop of the Diocese, who by his dis- 
cretion shall take order for the quiet- 
ing and appeasing of the same; so that 


the same order be not contrary to 
any thing contained in ‘this Book. 
And if the Bishop of the Diocese be: 
in doubt, then he may send for the 
resolution thereof to the Archbishop. 


i sierra it be appointed, That 
all things shall be read and sung 
in the Church in the English Tongue, 
to the end that the congregation may 
be thereby edified; yet it is not 
meant, but that when men say Morn- 
ing and Evening Prayer privately, they 
may say the same in any language that 
they themselves do understand.. 

And all Priests and Deacons are 
to say daily the Morning and Even- ° 
ing Prayer either privately or openly, 
not being let by sickness, or some 
other urgent cause. 

And the Curate that ministereth in 
every Parish-Church or Chapel, being 
at home, and not being otherwise rea- 
sonably hindered, shall say the same 
in the Parish-Church or Chapel where 
he ministereth, and shall cause a Bell 
to be tolled thereunto a convenient 
time before he begin, that the people 
may come to hear God’s Word, and 
to pray with him. e570 oF 


_ Of Ceremonies, why some be abolished, and some retained. 


F such Ceremonies as be used in 

' the Church, and have had their 
beginning by the institution of man, 

some at the first were of godly intent 

and purpose devised. and yet at length 

turned to vanity and superstition: 

some entered into the Church by un- 

discreet devotion, and such a zeal as 

was without knowledge ; and for be- 

cause they were winked at in the be- 
ginning, they grew daily to more and 

more abuses, which not only for their 

unprofitableness, but also because 

_ they have much blinded the people, 
and obscured the glory of God, are 
_ worthy to be cut away, and clean re- 
jected: other there be,which although 
they have been devised by man, yet 


itis thought good to reserve them still, 
as well for a decent order in the 
Church, (for the which they were first 
devised) as because they pertain to 
edification, whereunto all things done 
in the Church (as the Apostle teach- 
eth) ought to be referred. 

And although the keeping or omit- 
ting of a Ceremony, in itself consi- 
dered, is but a small thing; yet the 
wilfuland contemptuoustransgression 
and breaking of a common order and 
diseipline is no small offence before 
God. Let all things be done among 
you, saith St. Paul, in a seemly and 
due order: The appointment of the 
which order pertaineth not to private 
men; therefore no man aught to take 
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in hand, nor presume to appoint or 
alter any publick or common Order 
in Christ's Church, except he be law- 
fully called and authorized thereunto. 

And whereas in this our time, the 
minds of men are so diverse, that 
some think it a great matter of con- 
science to depart from a piece of the 
least of their Ceremonies, they be so 
addicted to their old customs; and 
again on the other side, some be so 
new-fangled, that they would inno- 
vate all things, and so despise the old, 
that nothing can like them, but that 
is new: it was thought expedient, not 
so much to have respect how to please 
and satisfy either of these parties, as 
how to please God, and profit them 
both. And yet lest any man should 
be offended, whom good reason might 
satisfy, here be certain causes ren- 
dered, why some of the accustomed 
Ceremonies be put away, and some 
retained and kept still. 

Some are put away, because the 
great excess and multitude of them 
hath so increased in these latter days, 
that the burden of them was intolera- 
ble; whereof Saint Augustine in his 
time complained, that they were 
grown to such a number, that the 
estate of Christian people was in 
worse case concerning that matter, 
than were the Jews. And he coun- 
selled, that such yoke and burden 
should be taken away, as time would 
serve quietly to do it. But what 
would Saint Augustine have said, if 
he had seen the Ceremonies of late 
days used among us; whereunto the 
multitude used in his time was not to 
be compared ? This our excessive mul- 
titude of Ceremonies was so great, 
and many of them so dark, that they 
did more confound and darken, than 
declare and set forth Christ's benefits 
unto us. And besides this, Christ's 
Gospel is not a Ceremonial Law, (as 
much of Moses’ Law was,) but it is a 
Religion to serve God, not in bond- 
age of the figure or shadow, but in the 


freedom of the Spirit; being content | and therefore are not to be esteemed | 





only with those Ceremonies which do 
serve to a decent Order and godly 
Discipline, and such as be apt to stir 
up the dull mind of man to the re- 
membrance of his duty to God, by 
some notable and special significa- 
tion, whereby he might be edified. Fur- 
thermore, the most weighty cause of 
the abolishment of certain Ceremo- 
nies was, That they were so far a- 
bused, partly by the superstitious 
blindness of the rude and unlearned, 
and partly by the unsatiable avarice 
of such as sought more their own 
lucre, than the glory of God, that 
the abuses could not well be taken 
away, the thing remaining still. 

But now as concerning those per- 
sons, which peradventure will be of- 
fended, for that some of the old Cere- 
monies are retained still: If they con- 
sider, that without some Ceremonies 
it is not possible to keep any Order, 
or quiet Discipline in the Church, 
they shall easily perceive just cause 
to reform their judgements. And if 
they think much, that any of the old 
do remain, and would rather have all 
devised anew: then such men grant- 
ing some Ceremonies convenient to 
be had, surely where the old may be 
well used, there they cannot reason- ~ 
ably reprove the old only for their 
age, without bewraying of their own 
folly. For in such a case they ought — 
rather to have reverence unto them for 
their antiquity, if they will declare 
themselves to be more studious of uni- | 
ty and concord, than of innovations 


and new-fangleness, which (as much | 


as may be with true setting forth of | 
Christ's Religion) is always to be es- | 


-chewed. Furthermore, such shall | — 
have no just cause with the Ceremo- | — 
nies reserved to be offended.

HE Psalter shall be read through 

. once every Month, as it is there 
appointed, both for Morning and 
Evening Prayer. But in February 
it shall be read only to the twenty- 
eighth or twenty-ninth day of the 
Month. 

And, whereas January, March, 
May, July, August, October, and 
December have One-and-thirty days 
apiece; It is ordered, that the same 
Psalms shall be read the last day of 
the said months, which were read the 
day before: So that the Psalter may 
begin again the first day of the next 
month ensuing. 

And, whereas the 119th Psalm is 
divided into twenty-two portions, and

: for'the first Lessons at Morning 
and Evening Prayer ;. so as the most 
part thereof will be read every year 
once, as in the Calendar is appointed. 
The New Testament is appointed 
for the second Lessons at Morning 
and Evening Prayer, and shall be 
read over orderly every year thrice, 
besides the Epistles and Gospels;

HERE a testament is, there must also 

of necessity be the death of the testa- 

tor: for a-testament is of force after men are 
| dead; otherwise it is of no strength at all 
| whilst the testator liveth. Whereupon, nei- 
ther the first testament was dedicated without 
blood: for when Moses had spoken every pre- 
| cept to all the people, according to the law, 
he took the blood of. calves and of goats, 
‘with water, and scarlet wool, and hyssop, and 
sprinkled both the book, on all the people, 

| saying, This is the blood of the testament, 
which God hath enjoined unto you. . More- 
over, he sprinkled with blood both the gaber- | 
| naele, and all the vessels of the ministry. And | 
almost all things are by the law purged with 
blood ; and without shedding of blood is no 
remission. It was therefore necessary that the | 
_patterns of things in the heavens should be | 
| purified with these ; but the heavenly things 
themselves with better sacrifices than these. | 
For Christ is not entered into the holy places 
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made with hands, which are the figures of 
the true, but into heaven itself, now to appear _ 
in the presence of God for us; nor yet that | 
he should offer himself often, as the high priest 
_entereth into the holy place every year with . 
blood of others: for then must he often havé 
suffered since the foundation of the world; but 
now once in the end of the world hath he ap- . 
peared to put away sin by the sacrifice of him- | 
“self. _ And as it is appointed unto men once | 
to die, but after this the judgement: so Christ 
was once offered to bear the sins of many; | 
| and unto them that look for him shall he ap- | 
pear the second time without sin unto sal- | 


vation.

| blood : this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in 
remembrance of me. For as often as ye eat 
_ this bread, and drink this cup, ye do shew the 
_ Lord’s death till he come. herefore, who- 
_soever shall eat this bread, and drink this cup 
| of the Lord, unworthily, shall be guilty of 
the body and blood of the Lord. But let a 
man examine himself, and so let him eat of 
that bread, and drink of that cup. For he that | 
eateth and drinketh unworthily eateth and | 
drinketh damnation to himself, not discern- 
ing the Lord’s body. For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among you, and many sleep. 
For if we would judge ourselves, we should 
_not be judged. But when we are judged, we 
are chastened of the Lord, that we should not 
| be condemned with the world... Wherefore, 
my brethren, when ye come together to eat, 
tarry one for another. And if any man hun- 
ger, let him eat at home; that ye come not 
together unto condemnation. And the rest 
will I set in order when I come. - 
| . The Gospel. St. Luke xxiii. 1. 
ae HE whole multitude of them arose, and 
IL 12d him unto Pilate. . And they began 
| to accuse him, saying, We found this fellow. 
_perverting the nation, and forbidding to give 
tribute to Cesar, saying, That he himself is 
Christ a King. And Pilate asked him, saying, 
_ Art thou the King of the Jews? And he an- 
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| swered him, and said, Thou sayest it. Then 
| said Pilate to the chief priests, and to the 
| people, I find no fault inthisman. And they 
| were the more fierce, saying, He stirreth up 
the people, teaching throughout all Jewry, 
| beginning from Galilee to this place. When 
Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether the 
| man were a Galilean. And as soon as he knew 
that he belonged unto Herod’s jurisdiction, he 
sent him to Herod, who himself was also at | 
Jerusalem at that time. And when Herod 
‘saw Jesus he was exceeding glad; for he 
was desirous to see him of a long season, be- 
cause he had heard many things of him; and 
he hoped to have seen some miracle done by 
him. Then he questioned with him in many 
words ; but he answered him nothing. And 
| the chief priests and scribes stood and vehe- 
mently accused him. And Herod with his 
men of war set him at nought, and mocked 
him, and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, 
and sent him again to Pilate. And the same 
| day Pilate and Herod were made friends to- 
| gether ; for before they were at enmity be- 
| tween themselves. And Pilate, when he had 
| called together the chief priests, and the ru- | 
| lers, and the people, said unto them, Ye have 
| brought this man unto me, as one that per- 
| -verteth the people: and behold, I, having ex- 
amined him before you, have found no fault

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in this man touching those things Whereof ye 
accuse him: No, nor yet Herod : for I sent

And as they led him away, 
they laid hold upon one Simon a Cyrenian, 
coming out of the country, and on him they 
laid the cross, that he might bear it after Je- 
sus. And there followed him a great com- 
pany of people, and of women, which also be- 
wailed and lamented him. But Jesus, turning 
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unto them, said, Daughters of Jerusalem,weep 
not for me, but weep for yourselves, and for 
your children. For behold, the days are com-_ 
ing, in the which they shall say, Blessed are 
the barren, and the wombs that never bare, | 
and the paps which never gave suck. Then 
shall they begin to say to the mountains, Fall | - 
on us; ‘and to the hills, Cover us. For if they | 
do these things in a green tree, what shall be 
done in the dry ?. And there were also two 
other, malefactors, led with him to be put to 
death. And when they were come to the 
place which is called Calvary, there they cru- | 
cified him; and the malefactors, one on the 
right hand, and the other on the left.

And one of the malefactors, which | — 
were hanged, railed on him, saying, If thou | 

be Christ, save thyself, and us. But the other 
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answering rebuked him , Saying, Dost not thou 
fear God, seeing thou art in the same con- 
demnation ? And we indeed justly ; for we 
receive the due reward of our deeds, but this 
man hath done nothing amiss. And he said 
unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into'thy kingdom. And Jesus said 
unto him, Verily I say unto thee, To-day shalt 
thou be with me in paradise. And it was 
about the sixth hour: and there was a dark- 
ness over all the earth until the ninth hour. 
And the sun was darkened, and the vail of 
the temple was rent in the midst. _ And when 
Jesus had cried with a loud voice, he said, 
Father, into thy hands I commend my spirit: 
| and having sdid thus, he gave up the ghost.

But Jesus 
gave him no answer. Then saith Pilate unto’ 
him, Speakest thou not unto me? knowest 
thou not that I have power to crucify thee, 
and have ewer to release thee? Jesus an- 
swered, Thou couldest have no power at all 
against me, except it were given thee from 
above: therefore he that delivered me unto 
thee hath the greater sin. And from thence- 
| forth Pilate sought to release him: but the 
Jews cried out, saying, If thou let this man 
go, thou art not Ceesar’s friend: whosoever 
_ | maketh himself a king speaketh against Ceesar. 
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When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he 
brought Jesus forth, and sat down in the | 
judgement-seat, in a place that is called the 
| Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
And it was the preparation of the passover, 
and about the sixth hour: and:he saith unto | 
the Jews, Behold your King! But they cried 
out, Away with him, away with him, crucify 
him. Pilate saith unto them, Shall I crucify 
your King? The chief priests answered, We | 
have no king but Cesar. Then deliver ed he | 
him therefore unto them to be crucified: and 
they took Jesus, and led him away. And he, 
| bearing his cross, went forth into a place call- | 
| ed the place of a scull, which is called in the 
Hebrew, Golgotha: where they crucified him, 
and two other with him, on either side one, and 
Jesus in the midst. And Pilate wrote a title, 
and put it on the cross; and the writing was, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING! 
OF THE JEWS. This tifle then read many 
| of the Jews: for the place ‘where Jesus was | 
crucified was nigh to the city: and it was 
written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 
| Then said the chief priests of the Jews to Pi- | 
| late, Write not, The King of the Jews; but | 
that he said, I am the King of the Jews. Pi- 
late answer eds What I have written, I have 
| written. Then the soldiers, when they had 
| crucified Jesus, took his garments, and made | 
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four parts, to every soldier a part; and also his - 
coat: now the coat was without seam, woven 
_| from the top throughout. ‘They said there- 
| fore among themselves, Let us not rend it, 

| but cast lots for it, nb ea it shall be: ide 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, which saith, 

_| They parted my raiment among thierd:, and fie 
my vesture they did cast lots. These things 
therefore the soldiers did. Now there stood 
by the cross of Jesus, his mother, and his mo- 
ther’s sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene.

4] So many as intend to be partakers of the holy Communion shall signify 
their names to the Curate, at least some time the day before. 

4 And if any of those be an open and notorious evil liver, or have done any 

‘ rill to his neighbours by word or deed, vo that the Congregation be 
thereby offended; the Curate, having knowledge thereof, ae call him 
and advertise him, that in any wise he presume not to come to the Lord's 
Table, until he hath openly declared himself to have truly repented and 

amended his former naughty life, that the Congregation may thereby be 
satisfied, which before were offended ; and that he hath recompensed the 
parties, to whom he hath done wrong ; or at least declare gimuclf to be in 

* full purpose so to do, as soon as he conveniently may. 

q| The same order shall the Curate use with those betwint whom he perceiveth 
malice and hatred to reign; not suffering them to be partakers of the 
Lord's Table, until he know them to be reconciled, And if one of the 
parties so at variance be content to forgive from the bottom of hin heart 
all that the other hath trespassed against him, and to make amends for 
‘that he himself hath offended ; and the other party will not be persuaded 
to a godly unity, but remain still in his frowardness and malice: the 
Minister in that case ought to admit the penitent person to the holy Come 
munion, and not him that is obstinate. Provided that every Mimater so 
repelling any, as is pected in this, or the newt precedent Paragraph of 
this Rubric c, shall be obliged to give an account of the same to the Ordi- 
nary within fourteen days after at the farthest. And the Ordinary shall 
proceed against the offending person according to the Canon,

his meritorious Cross and Passion ; whereby 
alone we obtain remission of our sins, and are 
made partakers of the Kingdom of heaven. 
Wherefore it is our duty to render most hum- 


ble and hearty thanks to Almighty God our 
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heavenly Father, for that he hath given his 
Son our Saviour Jesus Christ, not only to die 
for us, but also to be our spiritual food and | ° 
sustenance in that holy Sacrament. Which 
being so divine and comfortable a thing to 
them who receive it worthily, and so danger- 
ous to them that will presume to receive it 
unworthily; my duty is to exhort you in the 
mean season to consider the dignity of that

pose of amendment of life. ' And if ye shall 
perceive your offences to be such as are not 
only against God, but also against your neigh- 
bours; then ye shall reconcile yourselves unto 
them; being ready to make restitution and 
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satisfaction, according to the uttermost of 
your powers, for all injuries and wrongs done 
by you to any other; and being likewise 
ready to forgive others that have offended 
you, as ye would have forgiveness of your 
offences at God’s hand: for otherwise the re- 
ceiving of the holy Communion doth nothing 
else but increase your damnation.

enter into you, as he entered into Judas, and 
fill you full of all iniquities, and bring you to 
destruction both of body and soul. 

And because it is requisite, that no man 
should come to the holy Communion, but with 
a full trust in God’s mercy, and with a quiet 
conscience; therefore if there be any of you, 
who by this means cannot quiet his own con- 
science herein, but requireth further comfort 
| or counsel, let him come to me, or to some 
other discreet and learned Minister of God’s 
Word, and open his grief; that by the ministry 
of God’s holy Word he may receive the benefit 
of absolution, together with ghostly counsel 
and advice, to the quieting of his conscience, 
and avoiding of all scruple and doubtfulness.

EARLY beloved brethren, on 
intend, by God’s grace, to celebrate the 
Lord’s Supper: unto which, in God’s behalf, 
I bid you all that are here present; and be- | 
seech you, for the Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, 
that ye will not refuse to come thereto; being 
so lovingly called and bidden by God himself. 
Ye know how grievous and unkind a thing it 
is, when a man hath prepared a rich feast, 
decked his table with all kind of provision, so | 
that there lacketh nothing but the guests to_ 
sit down; and yet they who are called (with- 
out any cause) most unthankfully refuse to | 
come. _Which of you in such a case would 
not be moved?

Hear also what Saint Pe- 
ter, the Apostle of Christ, 
who was himself a married 
man,’ saith unto them that 
are married; Ye: husbands, 
dwell with your wives ac- 
cording to knowledge; giv- 
ing honour unto the wife, as 
unto the weaker vessel, and _ 
as being heirs together of the — 
grace of life, that your prayers 
be not hindered. 

Hitherto ye have heard the 
duty of the husband toward 
the wife. Now likewise, ye 
wives, hear and learn your 
duties toward your husbands, 
even as it is plainly set forth’ 
in holy Scripture. 

Saint Paul, in the afore- 
named Epistle to the Ephe- 
sians, teacheth you thus ; 
Wives, submit yourselves un- 
to your own husbands, as 
unto the Lord. For the hus- 
band is the head of the wife, 
even as Christ is the head of 
the Church: and he is the 
Saviour of the body. There- 
fore as the Church is subject 
unto Christ, so let the wives 
be to their own husbands in 
every thing. And again he 


saith, Let the wife see that 


she reverence her husband. _ 
And in his Epistle to the 
Colossians, Saint Paul giveth | 








| 
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you this short lesson; Wives, 
submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as it is fit in 
the Lord. 
Saint Peter also doth in- 
struct you very well, thus 
saying; Ye wives, be in sub- 
jection to your own hus- 
. bands; that, if any obey not 
the Word, they also may 
without the Word be won by 
the conversation of the wives; 
while they behold your chaste 
conversation coupled with 
fear. Whose adorning, let it 
not be that outward adorning 


of plaiting the hair, and of 





wearing of gold, or of putting 
on of apparel; but let it be 
the hidden man of the heart, 
in that which is not corrup- 
tible; even the ornament of 
a meek and quiet spirit, which 
is in the sight of God of great 
price. For after this manner 
in the old time the holy wo- 
men also, who trusted in God, 
adorned themselves, being in 
subjection unto their own hus- 
bands; even as Sarah obeyed 
Abraham, calling him lord; 
whose daughters ye areas long 
as ye do well, and are not 
afraid with any amazement.

And there- 
fore, to the intent that these Orders may be continued, and reverently used and esteemed, in the 
United Church of England and Ireland; no man shall be accounted or taken to be a lawful 
Bishop, Priest, or Deacon in the United Church of England and Ireland, or suffered to 
execute any of the said Functions, except he be called, tried, ecamined, and admitied thereunto, 
Piehine to the Form hereafter following, or hath had formerly Episcopal Consecration, or 
dination. 
And none shall be admitted a Deacon, except he be Twenty-three years of age, unless he have 
a Faculty, And every man which is to be admitted a Priest shall be full Your-and-twenty years 
old. dnd every man which is to be ordained or consecrated Bishop shall be fully Thirty years 
of age.

dignity3-and of how great importance 
this Office is, whereunto ye are called. 
And now again we exhort you, in the 
Name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that 
you have in remembrance, into how 
high a Dignity, and to how weighty ‘ 
an Office and Charge ye are called: 
that is to say, to be Messengers, 
Watchmen, and Stewards of the 
Lord ; to teach, and to premonish, 


.to feed and provide for the Lord’s 


family ; to seek for Christ’s sheep 
that are dispersed abroad, and for his 
children who are in the midst of this 
naughty world, that they may be 
saved through Christ for ever. 

Have always therefore printed in 
your remembrance, how great a trea- 
sure is committed to your charge. 
For they are the sheep of Christ, 
which he bought with his death, and 
for whom he shed his blood. The 
Church and Congregation whom you 
must serve, is his Spouse, and his 
Body. And if it shall happen the 
same Church, or any Member thereof, 
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‘to take any hurt or hindrance by 
reason of your negligence, ye know 
the greatness of the fault, and also 
the horrible punishment that will 
ensue. Wherefore consider with 
yourselves the end of your Ministry 
towards the children of God, towards 
the Spouse and Body of Christ; and 
see that you never cease your labour, 
hie care and diligence, until you 
ave doneallthatlieth in you, accord- 
ing to your bounden duty, to bring 
all such as are or shall be committed 
to your charge, unto that agreement 
in the faith and knowledge of God, 
and to that ripeness and perfectness 
of age in Christ, that there be no place 
left among you, either for error in 
religion, or for viciousness in life. 
Forasmuch then as your Office is 
both of so great excellency, and of so 
great difficulty, ye see with how great 
care and study ° ought to apply 
yourselves, as well that ye may shew 
yourselves dutiful and thankful unto 
that Lord, who hath placed you in 
so high a Dignity ; as also to beware, 
that neither you yourselves offend, 
nor be occasion that others offend. 
Howbeit, ye cannot have a mind and 
will thereto of yourselves; for that 
will and ability is given of God 
alone: therefore ye ought, and have 
need, to pay earnestly for his Holy 
Spirit. And seeing that you cannot 
_by any other means compass the 
doing of so weighty a work, pertain- 
ing to the salvation of man, but with

life agreeable to the same; consider 
how studious ye ought to be in read- 
_ ing and learning the Scriptures, and 
in framing the manners both of your-

this self-same cause, how ye ought to 
forsake and set aside (as much as you 
may ) all worldly cares and studies. 
We have good hope that you have 
well weighed and pondered these 








things with yourselves long before 
this time; and that you have clearly 
determined, by God's grace, to give 
yourselves wholly to this Office, 
whereunto it hath pleased God to eall 
you: so that, as much as lieth in you, 
you will apply yourselves wholly to 
this one thing, and draw all your cares 
and studies this way; and that you 
will continually pray to God the 
Father, by the Mediation of our only 
Saviour Jesus Christ, for the heavenly 
assistance of the Holy Ghost; that, 
by daily reading and weighing of the 
Seriptures, ye may wax riper and 


stronger in your Ministry; and that | 


ye may so endeavour yourselves, from 
time to time, to sanctify the lives of 


you and yours, and to fashion them.

And when they were 
come to him, he said unto them, Ye 
know, from the first day that I came 
into Asia, after what manner I have 
been with you at all seasons, serving 
the Lord with all humility of mind, 
and-with many tears and temptations 
which befel me by the lying in wait 
of the Jews » And how I kept back

AGREED UPON BY 


THE ARCHBISHOPS AND BISHOPS OF BOTH PROVINCES, 
AND THE WHOLE CLERGY, 


In the Convocation holden at London in the Year 1562, 
for the avoiding of Diversities of Opinions, and for the 
establishing of Consent touching true Religion: Reprinted 


by His Majesty’s Commandment, with his Royal De- 


claration prefixed thereunto. 
HIS MAJESTY’S DECLARATION. 
apr by God’s Ordinance, according to Our just Title, Defender of 


the Faith, and Supreme Governour of the Church, within these Our Do- 
minions, We hold it most agreeable to this Our Kingly Office, and Our 


own religious Zeal, to conserve and maintain the Church committed to Our , 
Charge, in Unity of true Religion, and in the Bond of Peace; and not 


to suffer unnecessary Disputations, Altercations, or Questions to be raised, 
which may nourish Faction both in the Church and Commonwealth. We 
have therefore, upon mature Deliberation, and with the Advice of so many 
of Our Bishops as might conveniently be called together, thought fit to 
make this Declaration following : 


That the Articles of the Church of England (which have been allowed and 
althorized heretofore, and which Our Clergy generally have subscribed 
unto) do contain the true Doctrine of the Church of England agreeable to 
God's Word: which We do therefore ratify and confirm, requiring all 


Our loving Subjects to continue in the uniform Profession thereof, and 


prohibiting the least difference from the said Articles; which to that End 
We command to be new printed, and this Our Declaration to be published 
therewith. 


That We are Supreme Governour of the Church of England: And that 
if any difference arise about the external Policy, concerning the Injunc- 
tions, Canons, and other Constitutions whatsoever thereto belonging, the 
Clergy in their Convocation is to order and settle them, having first ob- 
tained leave under Our Broad Seal so to do: and We approving their 


said Ordinances and Constitutions ; providing that none be made contrary | 


to the Laws and Customs of the Land. 


That out of Our Princely Care that the Churchmen may do the Work 
which is proper unto them, the Bishops and Clergy, from time to time in 
Convocation, upon their humble Desire, shall have Licence under our Broad 
Seal to deliberate of, and to do all such Things, as being made plain by 
them, and assented unto by Us, shall concern the settled Continuance of the 
Doctrine and Discipline of the Church of England now established ; from 
which We will not endure any varying or departing in the least Degree. 


That for the present, though some differences have been ill raised, yet 


We take comfort in this, that all Clergymen within Our Realm have always | 
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most willingly subscribed to the Articles established ; which is an argument 
to Us, that they all agree in the true, usual, literal meaning of the said 
Articles ; and that even in those curious points, in which the present dif- 
ferences lie, men of all sorts take the Articles of the Church of England to 
be for them; which isan argument again, that none of them intend any 
desertion of the Articles established. 


That therefore in these both curious and unhappy differences, which 
have for so many hundred years, in different times and places, exercised 
the Church of Christ, We will, that all further curious search be laid aside, 
and these disputes shut up in God's promises, as they be generally set forth 
to us in the holy Scriptures, and the general meaning of the Articles of 
the Church of England according to them. And that no man hereafter 
shall either print, or preach, to draw the Article aside any way, but shall 
submit to it in the plain and full meaning thereof: and shall not put his 
own sense or comment to be the meaning of the Article, but shall take it 
in the literal and grammatical sense. 





That if any publick Reader in either of Our Universities, or any Head 
or Master of a College, or any other person respectively in either of them, 
shall affix any new sense to any Article, or shall publickly read, determine, 
or hold any publick Disputation, or suffer any such to be held either way, 
in either the Universities or Colleges respectively ; or if any Divine in the 
Universities shall preach or print any me either way, other than is al- 
ready established in Convocation with Our Royal Assent; he, or they the 





Offenders, shall be liable to Our displeasure, and the Church's censure in 
Our Commission Ecclesiastical, as well as any other: And We will see 
there shall be due Execution upon them. a

VII. Of the Old Testament. 


HE Old 'Testament is not con- 
trary to the New: for both in 

the Old and New Testament everlast- 
ing life is offered to Mankind by 
Christ, who is the only Mediator be- 
tween God and Man, being both 
God and Man. Wherefore they are 
not to be heard, which feign that the 
old Fathers did look only for tran- 
sitory promises. Although the Law 
given from God by Moses, as touch- 


- ing Ceremonies and. Rites, do not 


bind Christian men, nor the Civil 
precepts thereof ought of necessity to 
be received in any commonwealth ; 
yet notwithstanding, no Christian 
man whatsoever is free from the obe- 
dience of the Commandments which 
are called Moral. 


VIII. Of the Three Creeds. 


HE Three Creeds, Nicene Creed, 


Athanasius’s Creed, and that 
which is commonly called the Apo- 
stles’ Creed, ought thoroughly to be 


received and believed: for they may 
be proved by most certain warrants 
of holy Scripture. 


IX. Of Original or Birth-sin. 


RIGINAL Sin standeth not in 

the following of Adam, (as the 
Pelagians do vainly talk ;) but it is 
the fault and corruption of the nature 
of every man, that naturally is ingen- 
dered of the offspring of Adum; 
whereby man is very far gone from 
original righteousness, and is: of his 
own nature inclined to evil, so that 
the flesh lusteth always contrary to 
the spirit; and therefore in every per- 
son born into this world, it deserveth 
God’s wrath and damnation. And 
this infection of nature doth remain, 
yea in them that are regenerated; 
whereby the lust of the flesh, called 
in the Greek, phronema sarkos, which 
some do expound the wisdom, some 
sensuality, some the affection, some 
the desire, of the flesh, is not subject 
to the Law of God, And although 
there is no condemnation for them 
that believe and are baptized, yet 
the Apostle doth confess, that con- 
cupiscence and lust hath of itself 
the nature of sin. 


X. Of Free-Will. 


é E condition of Man after the 
fall of Adam is such, that he 
cannot turn and prepare himself, by 
his own natural strength and good 
works, to faith, and calling upon 
God: Wherefore we have no power- 
to do good works pleasantand accept- 
able to God, without the grace of 
God by Christ preventing us, that we 
may have a good will, and working 
with us, when we have that good will. 


XI. Of the Justification of Man. 


Eare accounted righteous be- 
_fore God, only for the merit 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
by Faith, and not for our own works 
or deservings: Wherefore, that we are 
justified by Faith only isa most whole- 





_ 
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some Doctrine, and very full of com- 
fort, as more largely is expressed in 
the Homily of Justification. 


XII. Of Good Works. 


LBEIT that Good Works, which 

are the fruits of Faith, and fol- 
low after Justification, cannot put 
away our sins, and endure the severity 
of God’s Judgement; yet are they 
pleasing and acceptable to God in 
Christ, and do spring out necessarily 
of a true and lively Faith; insomuch 
that by them a lively Faitlimay be as 
evidently known as a tree discerned 
by the fruit. 


XII. OfWorks before Justification. 


wv done before the grace 
of Christ, and the Inspiration 
of his Spirit, are not pleasant to God, 
forasmuch as they spring not of faith 
in Jesus Christ, neither do they make 
men meet to receive grace, or (as the 
School-authors say) deserve grace of 
congruity: yea rather, for that they 
are not done as God hath willed and 
commanded them to be done, we 
doubt not but they have the nature 
of sin. 


XIV. Of Works of Supererogation. 


OLUNTARY Works besides, 
over and above, God’s Com- 
mandments, which they call Works 
of Supererogation, cannot be taught 
without arrogancy and impiety: for 
by them men .do declare, that they 
do not only render unto God as much 
as they are bound to do, but that they 
do more for his sake, than of bounden 
duty is required: whereas Christ saith 
plainly, When ye have done all that 
are commanded to you, say, We are 
unprofitable servants. 


XV. Of Christ alone without Sin. 


HRIST in the truth of our na- 
ture was made like unto us in 

all things, sin only except, from which 
he was clearly void, both in his flesh, 
and in his spirit. He came to be the 





away the sins of the world, and sin, 
as Saint John saith, was not in him. 
But all we the rest, although baptized, 
and born again in Christ, yet offend 
in many things; and if we say we 
have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and 
the truth is not in us. 


XVI. Of Sin after Baptism. 
XN OT every deadly sin willingly 


committed after Baptism is sin 
against the Holy Ghost, and unpar- 
donable. Wherefore the grant of re- 
pentance is not to be denied to such 
as fall into sin after Baptism. After

we have received the Holy Ghost, we | 


may depart from grace given, and fall 
into sin, and by the grace of God we 
may arise again, and amend our lives. 
And therefore they are to be con-

truly repent. 


XVII. Of Predestination and Elec- 
tion. | 


REDESTINATION to Life i is 


the everlasting purpose of God, 
uilerebe (before the foundations of 
the world were laid) he hath con- 
stantly decreed by his counsel secret 
to us, to deliver from curse and dam- 
nation those whom he hath chosen in 
Christ out of mankind, and to bring 
them by Christ to everlasting salva- 
tion, as vessels made to honour. 
Wherefore; they which be endued 


' with so excellent a benefit of God be 


called according to God’s purpose by 


his Spirit working in due season: they” 


through Grace obey the calling: they 
be justified freely: they be made sons 


of God by adoption: they be made — 


like the image of his only-begotten 
Son Jesus Christ: they walk reli- 
giously in good works, and at 


length, by God’s mercy, they attain 


to everlasting felicity.

ARTICLES OF RELIGION. 


As the godly*consideration of Pre- 


destination,and our Electionin Christ, 
is fullofsweet, pleasant, and unspeak- 
able comfort to godly persons, and 
suchas feel in themselves the working 
of the Spirit of Christ, mortifying the 
works of the flesh, and their earthly 
members, and drawing up their mind 
to high and heavenly things, as well 
because it doth greatly establish and 
confirm their faith of eternal Salvation 
to be enjoyed through Christ, as be- 
cause it doth fervently kindle their 
love towards God: So, for curious 
and carnal persons, lacking the Spirit 
of Christ, to have continually before 
their eyes the sentence of God’s 
Predestination, is a most dangerous 
downfal, whereby the Devil doth 
thrust them either into desperation, 
or into: wretchlessness of most un- 
clean living, no Jess perilous than 
desperation. 

_ Furthermore, we must receive 
God’s promises in such wise, as they 
be generally set forth to us in holy 
Scripture: and, in our doings, that 
Will of God is to be followed, which 


we have expressly declared unto us: 


in the Word of God. 


XVUI. Of obtaining eternal Salva- 
tion only by the Name of Christ. 


HEY also are to be had accursed 

that presume to say, That every 
man shall be saved by the Law or 
Sect which he professeth, so that he 
be diligent to frame his life according 
to that Law, and the light of Nature. 
For holy Scripture doth set out unto 
us only the Name of Jesus Christ, 
whereby men must be saved. 


XIX. Of the Church. 


HE visible Church of Christis a 

_ congregation of faithful men, in 
the which the pure Word of God is 
preached, and the Sacraments be duly 
ministered according to Christ’s ordi- 
nance in all those things that of neces- 
sity are requisite to the same. 


As the Church of Jerusalem, Alex- | 
andria, and Antioch, have erred; 
so also the Church of Rome hath 
erred, not only in their living and 
manner of Ceremonies, but also i in 
matters of Faith. 


XX. Of the Authority of the Church. 


E Church hath power to decree 

Rites or Ceremonies, and au- 
thority in Controversies of Faith: And 
yet it is not lawful for the Church to 
ordain any thing that is contrary to 
God’s Word written, neither may it so 
expound one place of Scripture, that 
it be repugnant to another. Where- 
fore, although the Church be a wit- 
ness and a keeper of holy Writ, yet, 
as it ought not to decree any thing 
against the same, so besides the same 
ought it not to enforce any thing 
to be believed for necessity of Sal- 


vation. 


XXI. Of the Authority of General 
Councils. 


ENERAL Councils may not be 
gathered together without the 
commandment and will of Princes. 
And when they be gathered together, 
(forasmuch as they be an assembly of 
men, whereof all be not governed 
with the Spirit and Word of God,) 
they may err, and sometimes have 
erred, even in things pertaining unto 
God. Wherefore things ordained by 
them as necessary to salvation have 
neither strength nor authority, unless 
it may be declared that they be taken 
out of holy Scripture. 


XXII. Of Purgatory. 


E Romish Doctrine concerning 

Purgatory, Pardons, Worship- 
ping and Adoration, as well of Images 
as of Reliques, and also invocation of 
Saints, isa fond thing vainly invented, 
and grounded upon no warranty of 
Scripture, but rather repligneae to 


} the Word of God, 
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XXIII. Of Ministering in the Con- 
gregation. 
“oy is not lawful for any man to take 
upon him the office of publick 
preaching, or ministering the Sacra- 
ments in the Congregation, before he 
be lawfully called, and sent to execute 
the same. And those we ought to 
judge lawfully called and sent, which 
be chosen and called to this work by 
men who have publick authority given 
unto them in the Congregation, to 
eall and send Ministers into the 
Lord’s vineyard. 


XXIV. Of speaking in the Congre- 
gation in such a tongue as the 
people understandeth. 


1 is a thing plainly repugnant to 
_L the Word of God, and the custom 
of the Primitive Church, to have pub- 
lick Prayer in the Church, or to min- 
ister the Sacraments in a tongue not 
understanded of the people. 


XXV. Of the Sacraments. 


ACRAMENTS ordained of Christ 
be not only badges or tokens of 
Christian men’s profession, but rather 
they be certain sure witnesses, and 
effectual signs of grace, and God’s 
good will towards us, by the which he 
doth work invisibly in us, and doth 
not only quicken, but also strengthen 
and confirm our Faith in him. 
There are two Sacraments ordain- 
ed of Christ our Lord in the Gospel, 
that is to say, Baptism, and the Sup- 
_ per of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called Sacra- 
ments, that is to say, Confirmation, 
Penance; Orders, Matrimony, and ex- 
treme Unction, are not to be counted 
for Sacraments of the Gospel, being 
such as-have grown partly of the cor- 
rupt following of the Apostles, partly 
are states of life allowed in the Scrip- 
tures; but yet have not like nature of 
Sacraments with Baptism, and the 
Lord’s Supper, for that they have not 

any visible sign or ceremony ordained 
of God. 





The Sacraments were not ordained 
of Christ to be gazed upon, or to be 
carried about, but that we should 
duly‘use them. And in such only as 
worthily receive the same they have 
a wholesome effect or operation: but 
they that receive them unworthily pur- 
chase to themselves damnation, as 
Saint Paul saith. 


XXVI. Of the Unworthiness of the 
Ministers, which hinders not the 
effect of the Sacrament. 


LTHOUGH in the visible 
Church the evil be ever mingled 

with the good, and sometimes the 
evil have chief authority in the Mini- 
stration of the Word and Sacraments, 
yet forasmuch as they donot thesame 
in their own name, but in Christ’s, and 
do minister by his commission and au- 
thority, we may use their Ministry, 
both in hearing the Word of God, and 


in receiving of the Sacraments. Nei- _ 


ther is the effect of Christ's ordinance 
taken away by their wickedness, nor 
the grace of God's gifts diminished 
from such as by faith and rightly do 
receive the Sacraments ministered 
unto them; which be effectual, be- 
cause of Christ's institution and pro- 
mise, although they be ministered by 


evil men. 
= eet it appertaineth to the 


discipline of the Church, that enquiry 
be made of evil Ministers, and that 
they be accused by those that have 
knowledge of their offences; and fi- 
nally being found guilty, ‘by pat 
judgement be deposed. 


XXVII. Of Baptism. 


APTISM is not only a sign of 
profession, and mark of differ- 
ence, whereby Christian men are dis- 
cerned from others that be not chris- 
tened, but itis alsoa sign of Regenera- 
tion or new Birth, whereby, as by an 


instrument, they that receive Baptism _ 


rightly. are grafted into the Church; 
the promises of forgiveness of sin, and 


of our adoption to bethesonsofGod | 
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by the Holy Ghost, are visibly signed Of 


and sealed; Faith is confirmed, and 
Grace increased by virtue of prayer 
unto God. The Baptism of young 
Children is in any wise to be retained 
in the Church, as most agreeable with 
the institution of Christ. 


XXVIII. Of the Lord’s Supper. 


f ews Supper of the Lord is not on- 
ly a sign of the love that Chris- 
tians ought to have among themselves 
one to another; but rather is a Sacra- 
ment of our Redemption by Christ's 
death: insomuch that to such as 
rightly, worthily, and with faith, re- 
ceive the same, the Bread which we 
break is a partaking of the Body 4 

Christ; and likewise the Cup 
Blessing is a partaking of the Blood 
of Christ. 

Transubstantiation (or the change | 
of the substance of Bread and Wine) 
in the Supper of the Lord, cannot be 
proved by holy Writ; but is repug- 
nant to the plain words of Scripture, 

-overthroweth the nature of a Sacra- 
ment, and hath given occasion to 
niany superstitions. 

The Body of Christ is given, taken, 
and eaten, in the Supper, only after 
an heavenly and spiritual manner. 
And the mean whereby the Body of 
Christ is received and eaten in the 
Supper is Faith. 


The Sacrament of the Lord’s Sup- | 


per was not by Christ's ordinance re- 
served, carried about, lifted up, or 
worshipped. 


XXIK. Of the Wicked which eat 
not the Body of Christ in the 
use of the Lord’s Supper.
